Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments and amendments, filed on 01/14/2011, have been considered and 
are persuasive. The applicant has cancelled claims 20-27, thus the objection to claims 20-27 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 and 28-43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the limitation, "said host baseband processor is 
operable to time synchronize said second wireless communications system to said first wireless 
communications system based on timing information transferred to said host baseband processor 
from said baseband co-processor," along with other limitations of the independent claims 1, 9, 
15, 28, 34 and 38.
